FIGURES have revealed that 565,000 
immigrants arrived in Britain last year - 
more than 1,500 every day. 

At the same time, 380,000 people abandoned the UK 
to set up new lives in countries like Australia, 


France and Spain. 


The overall population rocketed by 185,000 — 500 a day - 
because of immigrants from places like India, Poland, 
Pakistan, Bangladesh and Sri Lanka. 

The 2005 figures, drawn up by the Office for National 
Statistics, were slated as being the tip of the iceberg.

A DAD who smothered his 
young daughter in revenge 
for his wife’s affair with a 
married judge began a life 
sentence for murder last 
night. 

Gavin Hall, 33, drugged 
three-year-old Amelia — 
known as Millie - with 
anti-depressants and then 
smothered her with a 
chloroform-soaked rag. 

Six weeks earlier he had 
found sexually explicit 
e-mails between his wife 
Joanne and her lover, a 
married solicitor and 
part-time judge known 
only as “James”. 

Millie died just two days 
before her fourth birthday. 


Her mother found her 
lying next to the family’s 
two dead cats under a 
duvet on the floor in what 
the trial judge described 
as a “scene of horror” 
designed to punish. 

Hospital radiographer 
Hall was ordered to serve 
a minimum of 15 years 
after a jury at North- 
ampton Crown Court 
rejected his plea that he 
was suffering a mental 
breakdown at the time. 

Judge Charles Wide QC 
told him Millie’s murder 
was a planned and pre- 
meditated attack after Hall 
discovered the “extraord- 
inarily explicit” e-mails. 

After killing Millie, Hall 
went on to make an 
unsuccessful attempt to 
kill himself in the living 
room of the family home 
in Irchester, Northants.
